London, Dec. 3. — The Daily Telegraph 
tills morning has letters from the secre- 
taries of workmen's and trades societies, 
approving of its suggestion of a Christ- 
mas gift to U. S. Ambassador Bayard 
Tho Lord Mayor of London, George F. 
Phillips, writes to subscribe live guineas 
and adds: " I intend to invite His Ex- 
cellency to a farewell bouquet at the 
mansion house, at which Lord Salisbury 
has signified his hope of being present." 

With reference to the growing belief 
that President Faure will visit Russia, 
tho constitutional view of the case is 
much discussed. M. Wallon, who is 
called the father of the republican con- 
stitution, on account of his prominent 
role in its elaboration, expresses the 
conviction that the President is at per 
feet liberty to travel without tho auth 
orization of parliament, because the 
constitution does not expressly prohibit 
his going abroad. He would only need to 
provide for tho transaction of tho husi 
neaa of his office in his absence, and in 
the event of the ministers refusing their 
assent, he could demand their resigna- 
tion and appoint a new cabinet. 

M. Pierre, secretary-general of the 
] resident of the chamber, concurs in 
tho above view, but thinks it would be 
preferable to obtain the sanction of par- 
liament. 

.It is a fact that President Casimir 
I'errierhad decided to attend the funeral 
of tlie late Czar, and was only deterred 
from doing so by a question oi prece- 
dence, as he would have been obliged to 
follow Prince Henry of Prussia in the 
procession. The general opinion is that 
there would be no difficulty in Mine. 
Faure accompanying her husband. 

A semi-official note has been issued in 
St. Petersburg emphatically denying 
that there has been any disagreement 
between Franco and Russia regarding 
foreign politics. 

The French minister of foreign affairs 
this afternoon received Sir Edmund 
Monson, recently ambassador at Vienna, 
who has succeeded the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin as British ambassador to France. 

*At a mass meeting held at Lyons, 
France, of the organized farmers union 
the dealers in salt meats adopted a 
resolution in favor of the exclusion of 
American pork products in view of the 
fall in the price of swine. 

The French budget commission has 
adjourned the discussion of the bill to 
convert the6 per cent. Madagascar loan 
into a 2% per cent., repayable in Bixty 
years. The profit, 12,000,000, francs ac- 
cruing therefrom will be employed in 
public works. 

A couple of persons who have mys- 
teriously disappeared lately from Syd- 
ney, N.S.W., are believed to have been 
decoyed into the bush under tho pre- 
tence of prospecting gold, and it is fear- 
ed have been murdered and that others 
have met the same fate. One body hav- 
ing been unearthed at Linden suspicion 
fell on man who is now on his way 
to San Francisco. Tho detectives are 
following him and he will be arrested on 
bis arrival there. 

A cyclone, accompanied by heavy 
floods, has swept the eastern West In- 
dies, causing great loss of life. The St. 
Vincent and Montserrat estates have 
been completely wiped out. The islands 
of Trinidad and Barbadoes have also 
been Hooded, causing immense damage 
but no loss of life has been reported. 

The newspapers of Paris and the 
musical centres unite in their praise of 
Mile. Marie Vansandt, who made her re- 
appearance on Tuesday night in Delibe's 
" Lakme." 

Emilt^Arton has withdrawn his ap- 
peal against bis sentence to eight year's 
imprisonment. 

The French committee of petitions has 
rejected the petition of Mine. Dreyfus 
for a fresh trial of her husband. 

It is announced thot M. Francois Car- 
not is to marry Mine. Valentine Chieres, 
whoso eldest sister is already married to 
M. Ernest Carnot. 

Mine. Sara Bernhardt has scored a 
fresh triumph in her assumption of the 
title role of Do Musset's " Lorenzairo " 
at the Renaisance theatre last night. 
There iB only one opinion of Mine. 
Bernhardt's superb acting of the 
male part, but there is a dif- 
ferent view of the value of the 
piece. Some of the critics think 
that the actress has only produced it as 
a proof of her versatility and a stepping- 
stone to the future assumption of the 
role of Hamlet. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the Daily 
Mail says that under the pretext of re- 
venging an old grievance, 1,0U0 Kurds 
raided tho province of Mamoure-ul-Azis, 
where they burned and pillaged tho vil- 
lage and massacred the inhabitants. 

The Chronicle this morning discussed 
tho proposal of tho Daily Telegraph to 
take a public subscription for a farewell 
Christmas gift to Mr. Bayard, the U. S. 
ambassador. While admitting tho 
Daily Telegraph's generous motives, it 
declares "The proposal is most im- 
proper, because an ambassador 
represents tho sovereign and what 
is done to Mr. Bavard is done to Mr. 
Cleveland. Further, one of the strictest 
regulations of the diplomatic service for- 
bids the acceptance of presents. We are 
confident that Mr. Bayard will not lend 
himself to such a proposal, and there is 
no doubt that the Americans will laugh 
at the idea as a journalistic advertise- 
ment. Let us, in tho familiar Anglo- 
Saxon way, give him a dinner."

" MOST UNJUSTIFIABLE." 

Strikes in the German Seaports Discussed 
in the Reichstag— Part of a Concert- 
ed Movement. 

Berlin, Dec. 3. — In the reiehstag to- 
day, Dr. von Boetticher said he hoped 
that all who rejoiced in the achieve- 
ments of the German empire would 
unite in the struggie against socialism. 
There was no question, he asserted, of a 
coup d'etat, and as to dissolving the 
reiehstag, no such proposal 'had ever 
been made. 

Dr. Von Boetticher said the strike in 
the seaports was tho most unjustifiable 
that had ever occurred. He would pass 
over the suggestion of English incite- 
ment, as he did not desire to make 
charges against British shipowners. The 
co-operation of the Socialists, however, 
was quite evident, aud as a result of the 
strike British workmen had come over 
to earn wages which the Hamburg 
workers despised. All the friends of the 
workers, lie further stated, should unite 
in their efforts to end the strike. 

Admiral von Hollman, referring to tho 
statement of Herr Liebknecht that the 
litis was not seaworthy, assured the 
house that this cruiser would have been 
seaworthy for another two years. 

Baron von Slv.ram declared that as the 
Hamburg strike was only a struggle for 
supremacy upon the part of the employ- 
es, the latter had done public service in 
refusing to arbitrate the dispute. 

Herr Ader, Socialist, said tho Ham- 
burg dockers earned only 850 marks per 
year, and they now wished to share the 
benefits of improving trade. Ho added 
that if they had been perfectly organized 
the strike would not have occurred. 

Dr. von Boetticher answered that the 
dockers earned more than Herr Ader 
stated, aud it was clear that an extended 
strike had been planned, and that the 
Germans had rashly started the move- 
ment, while their fellow workers in 
other countries had failed to follow their 
example. In conclusion be said he 
hoped that the Germans, in future, 
would let others pull their chestnuts out 
of the fire. Tho house was then ad- 
journed for tiie day. 

SCHOOL SETTLEMENT OPPOSED. 



Hon. Mr. Sii'ton Proposes to Carry- 
Out Most Vigorous Opera- 
tions. 



Extensive Fire on Ottawa's Leading 1 
Thoroughfare — About Four 
Hundred Thousand Loss. 



Resolution of "Le Club Conservateur," of 
Plontrenl— Archbishop 
Fabre 111. 

Montreal, Dec. 3. — (Special) — Le 
Club Conservateur held a meeting last 
night to protest against the school set- 
tlement. After a review of the question 
from a constitutional point of view, by 
President Migneault, a resolution was 
proposed by Mr. Bisailon, Q.C., and 
seconded by Mr. Monk, M.P., which, 
after rehearsing the steps leading up to 
the settlement, declares " that this set- 
tlement by Mr. Laurier's covern'ment 
constitutes a flagrant violation of the 
constitution and of the promises Mr. 
Laurier made to the electors and 
does not restore the minority 
privileges which were granted by 
the constitution and outlined in 
the judgment of the Privy council." 
Mr. Monk, however, declared that in 
Iub opinion, if the legislature of Mani- 
toba accepted the settlement, that 
would end the mutter, and parliament 
would do nothing more. Sir Adolph 
Caron touched lightly on the constitu- 
tional side of the question, but dis- 
agreed with.Mr. Monk, holding that the 
[uestion could still be discussed in par- 
liament. 

It is Btated to-day that Archbishop 
Fabro's condition is dangerous. He is 
suffering from liver complaint, and lias 
been very ill since his return from 
Eorope. 

-Judge Loranger this afternoon grant- 
ed a writ of habeas corpus releasing 
Captain Delisle, of the steamer Tiber, 
on $20,000. The demand to quash the 
judgment committing Captain Delisle 
for trial in Newfoundland will be argued 
on Monday. 

II. M. JUDICIAL COMMITTEE. 

Chief Justice Meredith Heartily Endorses 
the Appointment ol Sir 
Henry Strong. 

Toronto, Dec. 3.— (Special)— At the 
annual dinner last night of the Toronto 
University medical faculty, Chief Jus- 
tice Sir William Meredith replying to 
the toast, " Tho Professions," referred 
to the proposal to appoint a Canadian 
representative on the judicial committee 
of the privy council. He said it was 
something greatly to be desired. We 
had had for a long time a court sitting 
with power to change our constitution, 
but in that court there was no one who 
understood the spirit of the country to 
represent it. It would tend to cement 
the unity of the empire that Canada 
would thus be recognized as forming 
part of the empire. No better selection 
could have been made by the govern- 
ment of to-day than that mentioned, 
namely, Sir Henry Strong. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.* 

Its Composition for the Fifty-Fifth Con- 
gress. 

Washington, Dec. S.— The clerk of the 
house of representatives has issued the 
usual unofficial list of members of the 
house of the Fifty-fifth congress. The 
list shows that the house will be com- 
posed of 204 Republicans, 124 Demo- 
crats, 13 fusioni8ts, 12 Populists and 2 
Silverites, and that there is one vacancy 
from the First Missouri district. Of the 
total membership 205 were in the last 
house and ten others had served in pre- 
vious congresses.

Fire this morning "did $325,000 to 
$100,000 damage in the central part of 
the city. It broke out shortly after 
midnight in the basement of Mrs. Tur- 
ner's confectionery store on SparkR 
street. The firemen were unable to cope 
with the blaze, and the fire spread to 
Macdonald Bros', gents' outfitters, nest 
door, Holbrook's tailoring store and 
Ross it Co.'s dry goods store, one oi the 
largest in the city. The Ross building 
was gutted from roof to basement, por- 
tions of the walls only being left stand- 
ing. The total insurance on the build- 
ings and stock is $175,000. Traffic on 
the main thoroughfares was blocked till 
the middle of the forenoon. The Masonic 
hall and Scottish Rite rooms were in- 
cluded in the eleven buildings destroyed. 
The valuable Masonic library was en- 
tirely lost. All the insurance, compan- 
ies having local agents are affected by 
the fire.

WrasiPEO, Dec. 3.— Hon. Mr. Siftoa 
has been busy with callers and' corres- 
pondence since coming to Winnipeg. 
Among those who waited on him this 
afternoon was a deputation from the 
Western Immigration society. The de- 
putation urged claims of the association 
for a substantial grant in order to pursue 
its work with vigor. Tho association 
believes that money thus spent will pro- 
duce better results than money spent in 
any other way. \ 

On Monday, December 7, Mr. Sifton 
will be banquetted by the Liberals of 
Moosomin. A banquet to the minister 
in this city will take place at the Mani- 
toba club on Saturday evening. 

The trial of the Marquette election, 
fixed for December 10, has been changed 
to January 15, 1S07. 

J. R. McPhail, of Prince Albert, has 
announced himself as a candidate for 
Saskatchewan, in opposition 'to Mr. 
Davies, the Liberal nominee. Mr. Mc- 
Phail is also a Liberal. 

A Fort William dispatch says that 
Henry Richardson, a champion longdis- 
tance walker, passed through there to- 
day en route to Toronto. Richardson 
claims to have walked from New Vork 
to San Francisco and is now returning 
via the C.P.R. track. He was in Win- 
nipeg about two weeks ago. 

William Gaynor, a Dominion City 
farmer, was caught in the blizzard of 
Thursday last with his brother. They 
took shelter near a stack but were three 
days without food and both are badly 
frozen. 



WINTER MARRIED TO SPRING. 

A Sixty Year Colored Man Married to a 
Twelve Year Old Child. 

Windsor, Dec. 3. — The police court 
was crowded this morning to hear the 
sensational case of Willis Jordan alias 
Howard, a Bixty year old colored man 
charged with perjury. The perjury con- 
sisted in swearing falsely to obtain a 
certificate to marry Josephine Steel, that 
she was of letial age. The child wife was 
placed on the stand and Bwore that she 
was only twelve years of age. She said 
that when Howard was refused a certifi- 
cate by the magistrate betook her to! he 
house of Jane Edmunds, who pinned 
window curtains beneath her dress, and 
then put on along skirt to make her ap- 
pear older. A veil was added to make 
the deception complete, and thus dis- 
guised, Howard obtained a certificate 
from Elder Davidson after taking the 
necessary oath. Josephine when in 
court to-day wore a dress reaching a 
little below her kuees, and iier hair was 
ioose on her back. She looked a pretty 
innocent child, and there was a feeling 
of indignation that sfie should have been 
induced to marry the big hulking negro. 
The case was adjourned to enable the 
prisoner to get a lawyer.

able to provide for that purpose. 

The general elections take place in 
New Zealand to-morrow.

R. J. Siddon, t°-day issued an ad- 
dress to the electors- lie declared it to 
be the idea of colonial statesmen to 
strengthen the b^dg of Rt.-Hon. 
Joseph Ohamberla> B ' the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, \ a regard to com- 
mercial reciprocity With the mother 
land, adding that the policy affected the 
well-being of the empire and its de- 
pendencies. 

The Bremen str'^s, at a meeting 
held here to-day, adopted an agreement 
concluded with the warehouse company 
and a committee of strikers for the set- 
tlement of the dispute. The strike is 
therefore over. 

Various meetings of strikers were held 
at Hamburg this m°i - ning to consider 
the situation in yieif f the refusal of 
the employers to submit the dispute to 
a court of arbitration, and it was re- 
solved to call upon the strikers' commit- 
tee to declare a general gtrike. 

The police of Pari 3 have seized at Gate 
du Nord large packages ot manifestos by 
Prince Victor Js T ap°'eon, bearing the 
historical date of December 2, and in- 
forming the adherents that the time is 
approaching when I^nce will have to 
decide between n» on arcby. pure and 
simple, and that democratic appeal to 
the people which g»ve eighteen years of 
national prosperity. 

The London Bail)' ^evra contains an 
eulogistic article n the nomination of 
.Sir Samuel Strong, c hi e f justice of the 
Dominion of Canada, as 11 privy coun- 
cillor, -which will enable him to sit on 
the judicial committee. The Daily News 
comments on the fact that the law does 
not provide a salary 'or these colonial 
judges, and it advocates radical reforms 
in the legislation amalgauiating the 
Peer's Appeal court and the judicial 
committee into a single great appellate 
tribunal for all the Qtteen'a dominions. 

A Rome dispatch to the Chronicle 
says: " The Corriere di Napli reports 
that Lord Salisbury has offered to buy 
Erythrea from Italy even at a large 
price." 

There was the usual imposing cere- 
mony at the public con 8 istory at Rome 
to-day, and th'3 red ,i: Us were bestowed 
upon Cardinal Satoll' and other cardin- 
al's nominated at the t rt -o last consis- 
tories. The Pope, a 1 a secret consistory 
to-day appointed several bishops, in- 
cluding Rev. Edward Odea of Portland, 
Ore., to be Bishop of Xesqually, which 
embraces the state of Washington. 

Official dispatches received here from 
St. John, Antigua, capital of the Lee- 
ward islands, says that serious floods 
occurred in the "island f Montserrat. 
Roads ami bridges have been destroyed 
and 75 persons Were drowned. 

The Times devotes a couple of col- 
umns this morning to a summary of the 
agricultural report fo* 1894 of Mr. Mor- 
ton, U.S. secretary of agriculture. The 
Times says of it : " This fourth report, 
as the preceding three reports did, takes 
a broad and Btatesm a| i'tike view of the 
duties attaching to the gjce which Mr. 
Morton has lilled with g much distinc- 
tion. He appears throughout to have 
acted on the principle that America and 
England are so bound by agriculture and 
commerce that the cedent cannot easily, 
if ever, be broken." 

The valuable Works of art and furni- 
ture in the salon of iileiiheim Palace 
were all removed in tiin e to escape being 
damaged by Hro yesterday, but it is 
feared the ceiling centre-piece, painted 
by La Guerre, and depicting the mili- 
tary career of the great duke, has been 
much damaged. The Duke and Duchess 
of Marlborough Were absent at tbe time 
of the lire. The money i oS a is covered 
by insurance. 

A terrible disaster hag occurred in the 
Pyrenees. A score 01 Spaniards cross- 
ing on foot had reached Cavarnie, in 
Prance, where it is related that with ap- 
parent remorse they had left a woman, 
unable to proceed, with her husband and 
brother on the snow tw hours distant. 
The guides hurried back to the rescue, 
and heard calls of beli^, when a sudden 
avalanche blocked the ' mountain pass, 
so the guides were oWjg e d to return to 
Cavarnie and Wait tl 1U re two davs. 
When they finally reached the ill-fated 
trio two of them had died and the third 
was dying.

Fetes in honor of Mme. Sara Bern- 
hardt will be held in Paris on December 
9. M. Sardou will preside at a lunch- 
eon in her honor. 

A special dispatch from Paris says a 
sensation has been caused there by the 
announcement of an action for divorce 
brought by Princess do Wcndo against 
her husband, Prince Adolph do Wendo, 
who is a brother of the Austrian minis- 
ter at Munich. It is reported that Princo 
Adolph a few days ago went through a 
form of marriage with an American 
heiress at Geneva, Switzerland. 

Dr. Leander S. Jameson was roleased 
last night from Ilolloway jail, in com- 
pliance with the order of the Home Sec- 
retary, Sir Matthew White-Ridley. Dr. 
Jame'son underwent a serious operation 
in jail on November ID, and his release 
was ordered on those grounds. He was 
sentenced to iifteen month's imprison- 
ment on July IS, on a charge of violating 
the neutrality laws in invading the ter- 
ritory of the South African Republic at 
the head of Jameson's raid. 

MEETING OF CONGRESS. 

Little of the Proposed Legislation Likely to 
Be Dealt With— The President's 
Startling Cuban Policy. 

Washington, Dec. 3.— It is not prob- 
able that the house at the coming ses- 
sion of congress can dispose of much of 
the proposed legislation which encum- 
bers its calendars. Little is usually ac- 
complished at the short scssioii beyond 
the passage of the regular supply bills. 
Still, the house, with its instrumentali- 
ties for the expedition of business, can 
accomplish a great deal in a brief 
time. The question of additional rev- 
enue for the government will de- 
pend on the senate, to which body 
the house sent the Dingley bill almost a 
year ago. Should it be impossible, or 
bo deemed inexpedient to press that 
measure through the senate, there -is a 
possibility that the proposal to increase 
the revenues by an additional tax on 
beef, or the imposition of a duty on tea, 
coll'ee, etc., may take tangible form, 
and if so, such legislation must originate, 
under the constitution, in the lower 
branch of congress. 

There are on the several calendars of 
the house 1,405 bills reported from the 
various committees, and the proportion 
which will pass at the coming session 
must be necessarily almost infinitely 
smell. Most of them are, of course, pri- 
vate bills, of which there are 1,100, but 
there are also 256 bills on the calendar 
on the side of the Union, and 00 public 
bills on the regular house calendar. 
Some of these are of very great public 
importance, and those interested will no 
doubt do all iu their power to secure ac- 
tion on them. 

Chicago, Dec. '•>. — A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

A crisis in the affairs of Cuba is rapidly 
approaching, and there is every reason 
to believe that President Cleveland has 
already decided on action that will 
startle the country almost as much as 
his famous message on the Venezuelan 
question, although the exact time for the 
announcement depends somewhat on 
future operations in Cuba. By this 
action the President will not change his 
previous policy in regard to Spain and 
Cuba, but will simply carry it out to its 
logicul conclusion, which is a direct and 
open threat of active intervention on the 
part of the United States to secure peace 
in the island, whether by the indepen- 
dence of the patriots, or by voluntary 
action on the part of Spain. 

From three different sources the policy 
partially agreed upon between Secretary 
Olney and President Cleveland was 
learned, and the reports in each case 
tallied with surprising unanimity. A 
definite and somewhat startling an- 
nouncement on the Cuban question will 
be made to congress, either in the re- 
gular message or in a supplementary 
communication, as was the case in 
dealing with the Venezuelan question. 
Minister Dupuy De Lome, of the 
Spanish legation, has been fully 
advised of the impending announce- 
ment, and he accepts what is in 
ell'ect an ultimatum, believing that 
Spain will be able to prevent action on 
the part of the United States by the suc- 
cess of Weyler's operations in Cuba. The 
policy adopted is scarcely a matter of 
doubt any longer, unless there should 
be some change in affairs in the island, 
the success or failure of Weyler's cam- 
paign, and the issue will soon be Bharply 
drawn between this country and Spain.

Burglaries at Westminster— Fraser 
River Navigation— The Kaslo 
and Trail Creek Country. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Dec. 3. — A. A. Boak, who 
has been on a trip to the. East, returned 
to the city yesterday. Mr. Boak says 
that the Eastern people have all turned 
their eyes westward to the Pacific prov- 
ince, and lie lias been inundated with 
inquiries from all quarters as to tiie 
ruining and general prospects of British 
Columbia. 

Objection is taken in certain quarters 
to tho idea of a public banquet being 
tendered to Hon. Messrs. Davies and 
Blair on their visit to tho city by the 
board of trade, on the ground that such 
a thing is outside the province of the 
board, which is intended only for busi- 
ness and not for political purposes. It 
is pointed out that there are no prece- 
dents for such a course of action, and 
that on previous occasions of a similar 
nature anything that might savor of po- 
litical expression has been carefully 
avoided. 

The death occurred yesterday of Mr. 
Thomas \V. Lawrence, of Mount Pleas- 
ant, at the advanced age of 77 years. 
Mr. Lawrence came to the city some 
years ago from Ontario, and has been ill 
for a long time. The deceased leaves a 
son anil daughter to mourn his loss, Mr. 
Lawrence, jr., being travelling represen- 
tative for Mr. W. Skene. The funeral 
will take place to-morrow. 

The funeral of the late Dr. Wood', pre- 
viously announced to take place to-mor- 
row, has been postponed until Saturday. 
The remains will be taken east on tiie 
Atlantic express on that day. / 

The Sabbath observance question oc- 
cupied the attention of the Burrard 
Literary club last evening, when the re- 
sult showed a majority in favor of strin- 
gent moral laws and a stricter observ- 
ance of Sunday. 

Two " vaga," one Mongolian and one 
white, were ordered out 6f town yester- 
day by Police Magistrate Russell, and 
the charge against A. M. Bullock of car- 
rying on business for an insurance com- 
pany that has no license was withdrawn. 

The Katie Putnam Company appeared 
again this evening in the opera house, 
producing the popular "Old Curiosity 

The new Municipal League have got 
down to organisation business by the 
appointment of ward committees. Meet- 
ings will be held in the different wards, 
and it is expected a strong fight will be 
made to give effect in tho new council to 
the tenets of the league. 

Some time ago a seaman named

made on his behalf for an allowance 
from the sick mariner's relief fund. At 
the meeting «! the board of. health yes- 
terday letters wore received from the 
department at. Ottawa stating that 
liranaer had no cluim on tho fund, as at 
the time of his injury he was not en- 
gaged in his duties as a seaman. The 
matter was referred to the citv solicitor. 

The Coquitlam arrived in port yester- 
day with another large cargo of halibut. 
The New England Fish Co., who have 
the boat umlor charter, are shipping the 
cargo to the Eastern markets. 

The city are advertising for two police- 
men to (ill the vacancies occasioned by 
the promotion of two patrolmen to the 
positions of detectives. 

Messrs. W. Templeton and W. Mc- 
Craney returned yesterday from a trip 
to Chilliwack, which point they endeav- 
ored to make from Abbots ford by wagon 
owing to the obstruction of river naviga- 
tion. They report many hairbreadth 
escapes, as owing to the piled up ice the 
track was nearly all a matter of guess 
work, bridges had been washed away, 
and the travellers finally lost their way. 
Six hours and a half exposed to the in- 
clemency of suc^i weather as prevailed 
during the trip would prove too much 
for many young men, and Mr. Mc- 
(Jraney, who is no longer young, had to 
walk a considerable portion of the dis- 
tance to keep up circulation. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Doe. .'!. — The police 
commissioners are taking prompt and 
vigorous steps to put an end to the 
threatened epidemic of burglaries and 
three special constables having been ap- 
pointed for patrol duty at night. This 
is giving satisfaction, as after the daring 
attempt by an armed man to burglarize 
the dwelling of Mr. T. L. Briggs, a not 
unnatural feeling of uneasiness was gain- 
ing ground in the city. Mr. Broad's 
butcher shop and also the Orange hall 
have been entered during the last few 
nights and a considerable amount ot 
booty taken. 

The B.C. Fruit Exchange held a meet- 
ing yesterday at Hotel Guichon when 
important business was disposed of. 

The board of trade met to discuss the 
matter of welcoming the visiting minis- 
ters but the result of their deliberations 
are not yet made public. 

It is hoped that the recent thaw has 
had the result ol making river naviga- 
tion possible and an attempt will be 
made by the Edgar to make the up river 
points to-day. 

The burglar who entered the house of 
T. L. Briggs, agent of the C.P.N, at 
Westm'nster, and fired at Mr. Briggs 
was located by the police in an emnty 
house at (i o'clock this morning. The 
shack where the burglar was, was 
raided but the burglar fired nine shots 
at his would-be captors and got away. 
No one was hurt. As in the case of the 
bullet wound received by an Italian at 
the hands of a highwayman at Vancou- 
ver, the powder had been partially re- 
moved from the cartridges used. 

KASLO. 
(From tin; Kdotonalan.) 
Superintendent R. W. Bryan, of the 
Kaslo it Slocan, has returned from Cali- 
fornia. On his way Mr. Bryan stopped 
at Denver to report on a rotary snow 
plow which the company contemplated 
purchasing. His report was favorable 
and the big machine is expected to bo 
here and ready for business within ten 
days from this date. Other purchases 



made by the company include a new 
coach and a 50-ton locomotive, both of 
which are now at Bonner's Ferry await- 
ing transportation to Kaslo. The Kaslo 
& Slocan Railway Company by its enter- 
prise shows itself to be thorough^' alive 
to the situation; it is deserving of the 
greatest possible credit for equipping 
itself for the emergencies of winter. 

Six inches of high grade ore wasstruc 
in the middle tunnel of tho Sunset this 
week when the men got under the ore 
chute which appears in the upper work 
ings. The ore body, which gives every 
evidence of increasing, is considered a 
valuable strike.

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Charge Against Her of Using Fire- 
arms in Behring Sea 
Dismissed. 



Mr. Justice Drake Reserves the Ques- 
tion of the Schooner's Ulaim 
for Damages. 



The charge brought against, the seal- 
ing schooner Aurora in the Admiralty 
court, of using firearms in Behring sea, 
was dismissed yesterday by Mr. Justice 
Drake. The vessel, which is owned by 
Mr. Thomas Harold and commanded by 
Captain Thos. H. Brown, was seized in 
lat. 55° 41' 80" N., long. 172° 11' W., 
on August 10 last by Captain Roberts, of 
the U. S. revenue cutter Rush, on the 
alleged ground that of the 110 fur seal 
skins aboard, four had shotholcs in 
them. The schooner was sent forthwith 
to Ounalaaka and handed over to the 
British naval authorities. The present 
case was brought by the Crown, asking 
for the condemnation of tho Aurora on 
the ground that at tho time she was 
seized she was equipped with arms for 
the purpose of killing seal and had con- 
trary to the Behring sea regulations 
killed four seal with lirearms. 

The defence on the other hand claimed 
that the holes in the [our skins referred 
to were made by the gall', and a counter 
claim was put in against Her Majesty 
for damage for illegal seizure and loss by 
reason of such seizure. 

C. E. Pooley, Q.C., appeared for 
the crown, and Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, 
(2.C., for the defence. 

Commander Gar forth, of II. M. S. 
Pheasant, stated in evidence that he had 
at Ounalaaka examined the fonr skins 
supposed to have been shot, but was 
unable to form an opinion as to how the 
seals had been seized. Lieut. J. G. 
BaUinger, of the RubIi, swore that he 
examined the four skins on the day of 
the seizure, and that ho believed the 
holes in them to bo shot holes. Lieut. 
Daniels, navigating oilicer of the Rush, 
who boarded the Aurora at the time she 
was seized, said that he found the am- 
munition 1,000 primers short, the dis- 
crepancy being one reason for the seizing 
the vessel. The primers were, however, 
subsequently found in tiie bunk of one 
of the hunters. Captain Brown, of the 
Aurora, showed him the four skins com- 
plained of, they having been kept separ- 
ated from the other Bkins. Captain 
Brown had informed him the holes were 
made with a gaff. 

Capt. C. Hooper, commander of tho 
U. S. revenue patrol in Behring Sea was 
of opinion that the skins had been shot, 
but Joseph Boscowitz, another witnes, 
while forming the opinion that one of 
the skins had been shot said he had 
heard of cases where seal had been cap- 
tured by spearing, and old shot holes 
had been found in the skins. The last 
witness for tiie crown was O. B. Alex- 
ander, an employe of the United States 
Fish Commission, who while thinking 
the holes were produced by shot, admit- 
ted that his experience had been con- 
lined mostly to live seal or those freshly 
killed and that it was hard to give a 
definite opinion on these skins. He had 
like .Mr. Boscowitz, known of seal being 
speared with old shot holes in them. 

Capt. Brown, of tho Aurora, said that 
he had put the four skins aside because 
Lieut. Berry of the Grant, had advised 
him at Atu on July 22, to keep separate 
any skins with gall holes in them. No 
firearms had been used by anyone on 
board his vessel in Behring Sea. This 
testimony of.'the captain was borne out by 
George Brumley, John Brumley and II. 
Murray, hunters on tho Aurora. Robert 
Gorton, who has been a furrier for 
tlrirty-six years, was convinced that the 
skins had been speared, and that the 
other holes were made by a gaff. 

This closed the evidence, anil Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake, without considering it neces- 
sary to hear the counsel for the defence, 
promptly dismissed the charge against 
the schooner and declared the veBsel 
discharged. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley, for the Crown, main- 
tained that, there having been a reason- 
able cause for the seizure, no costs or 
damages should bo allowed to tho 
schooner. 

The court remarked that the matter 
would be considered and a decision de- 
livered on the point later.

ANNEXATION. 



VISITING MINIS TERS. 

As might be expected, the Times 
gives the Ministers who were expected 
to arrive here yesterday evening a very 
cordial welcome, and as they come to 
carry out the policy of the Conservative 
party, we do not see why we should not 
do so too. The Liberal Government have 
shown their good sense, so far, in adopt- 
ing the policy of their opponents, which 
their organs condemn with all the 
ability they possessed when it was 
initiated. The National Policy which 
the Grits, great and small, were never 
tired of denouncing, is, as ail the world 
s?es, continued, and we 'venture 
to say will be continued with very little 
change. Even to subsidizing the butter 
and cheese industry and providing cold 
storage for the products of the farmer's 
industry, the Liberals have followed the 
course pursued by their Tory predeces- 
sors. This fostering of weak and infant 
industries was by the Liberals derided 
as tho outcome of "paternalism," but 
since Mr. Laurier has come into power 
it has risen in their esteem and become 
part of the legitimate duty of an enlicht- 
ened administration. The ministers 
will no doubt see the necessity of con- 
tinuing and, we trust, improving on the 
cood work begun by their predecessors 
in this province. They may not be quite 
so lavish of promises as Mr. Tarte was 
but then it is to be hoped that what 
promises they do see their way to make, 
will stand *a better chance of being per- 
formed. 

We will perhaps be told that the Gov- 
ernment ol which the Hon. L. H. Davies 
and the Hon. A. G. Blair are prominent 
members may claim credit for having 
settled the Manitoba school question, a 
task which the Conservatives did not 
pirform. We rather think that Messrs. 
Davies and Blair will say very little in- 
deed about what some Liberals are 
pleased to call the settlement of the 
Manitoba school question. But they 
could, if they were so minded, show their 
fellow Liberals how the majorities in the 
Eastern Maritime Provinces settled a 
similar but really a more difficult school 
question without the aid of a Heaven- 
sent Premier and without having re- 
course to " the sunny ways of patriot- 
ism," of which the people of Canada 
have of late years heard so much and 
seen so little. Wo hope that -British 
Columbia will be able to get from the 
Dominion Government what she needs 
and what fairness demands, by appeal- 
ing to the Ministers' sense of justice and 
their knowledge of the requirements of 
the Province. They are both men of ac- 
tive minds and much more than ordin- 
ary ability and discernment, and wiil 
soon see what the Province needs and 
what it ought to get. Iiut it is folly to 
expect from them too much. There are 
limitations to the power of even cabinet 
ministers, and there are men who have 
influence in the councils of the Liberal 
partv who know very little about British 
Columbia, and who will bo most unwill- 
ing to be enlightened if they know that 
tho object in opening their eyes iB to 
induce them to give British Columbia a 
great deal more than she has hitherto 
received. 



A COLLAPSE. 



The collapse of the South African 
mining boom has made men in Great 
Britain with money to invest shy of 
gold mining enterprises. This is not to 
be wondered at. Those who have been 
bitten in South Africa will not he in a 
hurry to e::pose themselves to a similar 
misfortune anywhere else. But the cir- 
cumstances in the Transvaal are pecu- 
liar. In other countries the mining com- 



WES TEA LI A N MINES. 

" The world is not so big after all ' 
getting to be a common saying. We wore 
reminded of the nearness of parts of the 
world that are generally considered to be 
very distant from each other and to hav j 
little in common, when a gentleman 
from Coolgardie called upon us yester- 
day morning to have a talk about the 
article, "A Mining Boom," that had 
been before the public a few hours, The 
gentleman was Mr. \V. Thompson, a min- 
ing eneineer, mine owner and newspaper 
proprietor in Western Australia. That 
gentleman knows all about Coolgardie 
and its mines. He gave us to under- 
stand that Mr. Van Oss, who contribut- 
ed the article on Westralia in tho Nine- 
teenth Century, wrote with a jaundiced 
mind ; that he, without saying much 
that was provably false, had created a 
false impression of the state of things in 
the gold fields of Western Australia. It 
is not so difficult to do this as Bome in- 
genuous people imagine. It is what 
crookers and grumblers are doing in every 
part of the world. If there had been a 
first class croaker and growler in Para- 
dise he would no doubt have convinced 
our first parents that their lot was a 
hard one and that Eden was nothing 
like so fine a place as it was cracked up 
to be. By saying a great deal about the 
drawbacks and the disadvantages of a 
place and very little about its capabili- 
ties and its advantages and mildly be- 
littling them, a country let it be ever so 
good, can be made to lose its attractive- 
ness. This, it seems, is what Mr. Van 
Oss has done with respect to Westralia 
and the impression that ho leaves on 
tho mind of the reader of his article is 
not by any means favorable to the gold 
fields he describes. 

We find that Mr. Thompson is not 
alone in taking exception to the state- 
ments made by Mr. Van Oss. Th 
Australian Mail, of November 12 (which, 
like the Canadian Gazette, is published 
in London), contains the following state- 
ment : 

" During the week several provincial 
correspondents wrote us concerning 
unfavorable comments, which are 
appearing in their local papeis 
as to the future of Western 
Australia. .We can hardly be sur- 
prised at these ebullitions of our pro- 
vincial contemporaries, when we remem- 
ber that some of the London dailies and 
reviews have started the running in this 
matter. The articles that have been 
brought under our notice might be 
described as of the Van Oss genus, and 
whatever goes down we certainly look 
for a rise in the leek trade soon, on ac- 
count of the increased consumption of 
that article of commerce." 

In the same number of the same paper 
is a letter on " Westralian Gold Ex- 
ports," Bigned A. E. Ritchie, which 
contains the following paragraph: 

The results so far obtained on the 
Westralian fields have been achieved in 
spite of a considerable amount of more 
or less active opposition both in Austra- 
lian and English mining circles. With 
a view to disparaging the fields it has 
been customary for those more particu- 
larly interested in South African mines 
to institute comparisons between present 
developments on and returns from the 
Band, and those of its young and sturdy 
rival. This comparison is obviously un- 
fair, seeing that the Band is an old- 
established, field, having in its area sev- 
eral mines individually equipped with 
more machinery than is to-day running 
in the whole of Westralia, while the re- 
spective amounts that have been spent 
on the two fields naturally show an 
enormous excess of capital expen- 
diture on the older, and conse- 
quently a much moro advanced 
stage of development is naturally to bo 
expected. A frequent form of reproach 
against Westralian mines is the com- 
paratively shallow depth of the present 
workings. The deep shafts in South 
Africa, Victoria and Queensland range 
I know from 1,500 feet to o,000 feet, but 
how many years has it taken to accom- 
plish this? If our critics will only give 
us time we promise) them to worthily 
emulate our older rivalB in this direc- 
tion. Gold is practically the one thing 
in the world for which the market is un- 
limited, and the ordinary competitions 
of trade or commerce Bhould not there- 
fore obtain between those engaged in its 



There iB apparently a large party in 
the Hawaiian Islands which is appar- 
ently most desirous to see the little re- 
public, 'so-called, absorbed by the United 
States. This is not because the 
Islanders are displeased with the Gov- 
ernment which they have established. 
They seem to like it well enough, and 
it has certainly done better than most 
people believed it would when it 
was set up in so singular a man 
ner. Tho annexation party are distrust 
ful of the future. They do not think 
that the Islands would be able to main 
tain their independence in troubleous 
times. They would feel more secure if 
they were an integral part of a powerful 
nation in whose institutions they have 
confidence. Besides, many of them are 
partial to the United States because it is 
the land of their birth, or the nation to 
which they believe their allegiance is 
due. The strength of the desire for an- 
nexation in Hawaii may be inferred 
from the following extract from tho 
leading article of the Hawaiian Gazette 
of the 24th inst: 

The annexation sentiment is one that 
wipes out the consideration of ward pot 
itica. The solid businessmen, tho states 
men of the country, should and will, ai 
they have in the past, figure in the fore 
ground, and the seeker after personal 
aggrandizement need not apply. It is 
annexation that wo want, and the best 
men to lead. As to the personnel of 
the Annexation Club officers, none 
could bo better. It is therefore worse 
than useless to attempt to go into the 
byways and hedges seeking to merge 
something into nothing. Mr. Kennedy 
would doubtless make a good leader, but 
his is not the man to try to usurp the 
place held by Minister Hatch. It would 
be hard to improve upon the present 
official hoard and membership of the 
Annexation Club, and there is not a 
loyal member who will endeavor to de 
tract from the power and glory of that 
club to gratify puny personal ambition 
The tone of the article is such as to 
lead the reader to believe that there is 
no opposition 1o annexation in Hawaii 
that is worth considering. The Ha- 
waiians as a whole are prepared to join 
the United States as soon as the Gov- 
ernment of the Great Republic makes up 
its mind to accept their allegiance. The 
Cleveland administration have heard all 
proposals for the annexation of Hawaii 
coldly, and their attitude evidently 
meets with the approval of a large pro- 
portion of the intelligent men of the 
country. There are, however, many 
United States citizens who are prepared 
to meet the advances of the Hawaiian^ 
naif-way, and it may bo that when the 
McKinley administration is dully in- 
stalled and at work the Hawaiians will 
not have to pine very long for annexa- 
tion. This is clearly the opinion of 
many of the leading men in Honolulu, 
and there may be good grounds for that 
opinion.

After a long and vexatious delay to 
the citizens of the western suburb, the 
trauicars will to-day be running through 
without transfers on the "Esquimal line, 
crossing the Arm by means of the bridge 
at Point Ellice for the first time since 
the tragedy of last May.

out here have proved unfounded. Alas 
ka contains much gold, but as \yot 
the country is undeveloped. Much 
prospecting has been done and many 
rich diggings discovered, but not enough 
to give employment to the many men 
coming here. Two-thirds or more go 
away disappointed. The trip to Circle 
City costs $150 first-class and .flOo 
steerage to leave the Yukon via boat 
down the river. Rain has fallen nearly 
all summer like the winter rains of 
Puget Sound. Circle City is quite a 
little town. There are only two 
or three frame houses, all built 
of hewn logs with moss between 
them. They are very comfortable. 
The winter weather is cold, but no 
winds blow. Last winter the thermo- 
meter registered over 70 degrees below 
zero, when outside work was impossi- 
ble. Many miners and business men 
are doing well, but men who know say 
everything is overdone, even the labor 
supply. 

Wood sells at $10 to $12 a cord. 
Lumber commands $1-15 a thousand feet 
and the market is short. One might 
think that it would pay to raft lot-,8 and 
wood down the river, but none but 
experienced loggers can do it. Wages 
are from $5 to $8 a day, but work is 
scarce. Meals are 75 cents each and 
board $50 a month. Fresh meat is 
served only when a moose is brought in. 
Salmon are not plentiful this season, 
and none are hero yet. They UBually 
ippear July 1. Xearly everything in 
the grocery line for sale here is canned. 
Ordinary canned goods bring from 50 to 
75 cents'a can. Evaporated potatoes are 
40 cents a pound and Irish potatoes, 
when they can be had, $15 a bushel. 
Eggs are $1.50 a dozen when in the 
market. Sugar is 25 cents a pound, 
llour $4 a sack, butter $1 a roll, wash 
tubs $4 each, tin water buckets $2, 
clothespins 25 cents a'dozen. 

"Circle City has three restaurants, 
our stores besides the Alaska Commer- 
cial Co.'s store, and several bakeries. 
Bread is 25 cents a loaf, or five for $1. 
Pies are 50 cents each ; doughnuts 50 
cents a dozen ; oil $1 a rail on. Profes- 
ional men include no ministers and 
three doctors. The city boasts of sev- 
eral laundries. The Yukon ilats are 200 
miles long. Circle City is 12 miles from 
tht; north end of the flats. The river is 
very wide and contains numerous 
islands. It is expected a mill will be 
built on one of the islands next year." 

The Wood Island Baptist church, the 
first Baptist church in Alaska, has been 
ani/.ed with a membership of six. 
The natives of Wood Island were not so 
successful this year as last in their catch 
of sea otter. The total number caught 
was not much more than half of lust 
year's catch. Now the greater portion 
of the Wood Island families have gone 
to the mainland for winter hunting.

ON NAVAL DUTY. 

A Fortnight's Cruise for the "Pheasant' 
Along the West Const- Inward Bound 
Oriental Liners. 

The Oriental liner Monmouthshire, of 
tho O. R. & N. service, left Yokohama 
on Monday inward bound, with a very 
valuable cargo, of which silk in transit 
East iB an important factor. The ship's 
first port of call will be Portland, but 
after visiting the Columbia she will 
come to Victoria, as a very large freight 
awaits her here. She wilt not, however, 
be the next O. R. A N. vessel in port, as 
the Altmore was scheduled to leave 
Portland yesterday, bound in this direc- 
tion. She goes to Oomox for coal, and 
on the way out again calls at Victoria to 
land cargo. Having no freight space to 
spare she will not take on any cargo 
here. 

TO THE WEST COAST. 

H. M. S. Pheasant, with Rear-Ad- 
miral Palliser on board, left Esquimalt 
at one o'clock yesterday afternoon 
bound for the West Coast. The exact 
purpose of the expedition is not known. 
It will, according to unofficial state- 
ments, last nearly a fortnight and will 
include a visit to most of the important 
inlets on the coast, -starting at Alberni. 
The Pheasant is a handier craft with 
which to make such a trip than the flag- 
ship, as she can go in much shallower 
water than the Imperieuse. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The wreck of the steam collier San 
Benito was sold in San Francisco yester- 
day as it lies, Captain T. P. H. White- 
aw being the only bidder. He gives 
$120 for all that he can save of a vessel 
worth $300,000; and pays $10 in addition 
for the 3,000 tons of coal forming the 
cargo on the Benito's last fateful voyage. 

Tug Lome left for Departure Bay yes- 
terday to tow out the coal laden Bhip 
Glory of the Seas, bound for San Fran- 
cisco. The tug will be back in port to- 
day lor the British ship City of Delhi, 
which goes to the Hastings mill to load 
lumber for the West Coast (South 
America. 

British bark Drumrock has cleared 
from the Sound for Liverpool with the 
following cargo : 76,667 bags of wheat, 
valued at $154,157; 3,440 bags of bran, 
valued at $1,343; total value of cargo, 
155,500. She carries the second largest 
rain cargo loaded on the Sound this 
eason. 

Only seven Victoria passengers were 
ticketed for San Francisco by the steam- 
ship Mexico sailing last evening. They 
were .J. R. Bleasdale and wife, J. F. 
Rivers, C. E. Rivers. C. F. Fox, and Br. 
J. C. Brown and wife. 

The 2,000 ton British ship Dudhope 
will be here from Port Angeles to-day to 
have ports cut in her bow for con- 
venience in lumber handling. 
Schooner Mary Taylor cleared yestor- 
vy on a down coast sealing cruise ; she 
sailed by Captain Puti'inon and curries 
twenty white hunters in all. 

The City of Kingston sailed from the 
outer wharf last evening, and will do so. 
again to-night.

Into Details in the Cross- 
Examination. 



The examination of William Munsie, 
owner of the schooner Carolena, was 
what oeeupietl moat of the sitting of the 
Dehring sea claims commission yester- 
day. Hon. Mr. Dickinson in a atiffcross- 
examination of the witness went min- 
utely into the various items of supplies 
claimed to have been on tho schooner 
when she left Victoria, his intention ap- 
parently being to Unci out. if possible, if 
the amount of supplies was excessive for 
the crew of eleven men. The value of 
the vessel and her supplies footed up 
$10,000, as shown by the vouchers of 
18S0. 

Hon. Mr. Peters asking the witness as 
to tho number of seals captured by other 
schooners during the season of 1887. 
Hon. Mr. Dickinson, for the United 
States, objected to tins class of evidence 
being put in. He was prepared to argue, 
he said, that this class of damages would 
not be allowed either by international 
courts of arbitration or courts of justice. 

Mr. Justice Putnam suggested that it 
might be better to leave the argument 
on the point until after all the testimony 
was in. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson was (mite agree- 
able to this; he had only wanted to 
show that tho United States objected to 
the future or estimated catch being ac- 
cepted as a basis upon which to demand 
damages. 

Hon. Mr, Peters remarked that the 
British counsel were prepared to meet 
the very large question raised in Hon. 
Mr. Dickinson's objection, but that for 
the better understanding of the subject 
it would be advisable lirst to get in all 
the evidence bearing on the question be- 
fore arguing it. 

Going through the items on tho in- 
ventory made by tho United States mar- 
shal at Sitka, one was called for the 
schooner's British ensign, which was 
described as " one poor ensign.''" 

"It may have been old," said the wit- 
ness, smiling, "but it's a very good tlag." 

"I did not quite catch what that 
. was," said Hon. Mr. Dickinson, looking 
up from a document he had" been 
perusing. 

Upon the item being again read 
he laughingly remarked : " We concede 
the Hag may be old, but it certainly has 
never been poor." 

Hon. Mr. Dicl-cinson, in his cross-ex- 
amination, having asked if A.J. Bechtel, 
who had a mortgage of $1,000 on the 
schooner, was a United States citizen, 

Hon. Mr. Peters raised the objection 
that the question of citizenship was not 
one to be decided by the commission, 
and that atanyrate this was not the way 
to prove if Mr. Bechtel was an American 
citizen or not. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson then withdrew 
his question, and the subject dropped. 

Mr. Munsie'a evidence being finished, 
Capt. J. H. Cox was examined by Mr. 
Beique, Q. C. for the British side, as to 
the approximate value of sealing schoon- 
ers. The witness, however, did not know 
the value of such vessels in 1SS0, his ex- 
perience being confined to later years. 

To-day the commission sits again at 
half-past ten o'clock. 

THE LUMBER I'RUST. 

All Gone to Pieces so far as ' Coastwise 
Shipments are Concerned. 

Tacoma, Dec. 3. — The Centrai Lumber 
Company, of San Francisco, which is 
another name for the big lumber trust 
that was formed by the large Pacific 
coast mills a year ago to control prices, 
has gone by the board. Its usefulness 
has terminate!, and January 1, 1807, 
will see an end to its existence. This is 
the consensus of opinion among lumber- 
men throughout the state. 

As far as coastwise shipments are con- 
cerned, the trust has already gone to 
pieces, for within the last thirty days 
prices on merchantable lumber have 
been reduced from $11 to $9.50 per thou- 
sand. The Central Lumber Company's 
price was $11 till a month ago, when the 
disaffection and consequent cutting of 
prices on the part of the retail men of 
California forced the trust to lower its 
price. 

The big manufacturers in the combin- 
ation cling to the hope that they will be 
able to hold the combination together 
for another year, at least, for the foreign 
cargo trade. The ellorts of the managers 
of the combine are now directed to this 
end, and it is believed that the corporate 
existence of the Central Lumber Co. will 
be continued for another year, but it 
will have practically no influence on the 
coastwise trade. 

It is generally conceded that both the 
mills and the dealers prolited by the ar- 
rangement, but later on the smaller 
mills and the retailers with limited capi- 
tal becan " kicking." They alleged that 
the big mills and their California yards 
were making all the protits in the com- 
bination, and they were getting the 
worst of the deal. A meeting was 
held a month ago at San Francisco, 
which was attended by all the 
prominent lumbermen of Puget 
Sound. It lasted a week or ten days, 
and every effort possible was made to 
hold the combination together. Since 
then the retailers of California, who hail 
formed an inside combination all their 
own, have become divided by dissensionB 
and the inevitable cut in prices quickly 
followed. 

Tho Puget Sound millmen view the 
situation with alarm, believing that the 
disintegration of the California Ketail 
Dealers' Association will have a bad 
effect on their efforts to organize the 
Central Company foranotheryear. Tho 
movement that resulted in the organiz- 
ation of tho Central Lumber Company 
was started by the mills that are inter- 
ested as stockholders in tho Pacific 
Pine Lumber Co. The latter company 
controls a large portion of the output of 
the Puget Sound mills. One large mill 
on Puget Sound is not a member of the 
"P. P. L. Company," as it is known 
among millmen. This is the St. Paul A: 
Tacoma Lumber Company, of this city. 
AVhat course it will pursue in the future 
time alone will tell. 



MINING ON THE SEABOARD. 

To the Editor : — If there bo any scep- 
ticism as to the value of the mines on 
the north-west portion of tho mainland 
of British Columbia and tho islands of 
the Gulf of Georgia, it needs only a visit 
to that locality for it to bo dispelled 
from tho minds of anyone who harbors 
it. The writer has just returned from a 
trip to the mining camps of Shoal Bay, 
Phillips Arm and Channo Creek, anil 
his experience lias convinced him that 
the half has not yet been told of the pos- 
sibilities in mining at those places. The 
properties of the Northern Bollo 
Mining Company of Seattle, situ- 
ate on Thurlow island and compris- 
ing tho White Pino, Electric, and 
Union properties, operated by the 
Channo Mining Company and the Phil- 
lips Arm Quartz Mining Company, were 
the objective points which the writer 
had in view when leaving Vancouver, 
but much moro than this was accom- 
plished on tho trip, thanks to the facili- 
ties afforded for seeing the country fur- 
nished primarily by the Union Steam- 
ship Company and by tho uso of a steam 
launch placed at his party's disposal. 
Not tho least advantage claimed for the 
mines of the seaboard is that of easy 
communication from the business 
centres of the Province, and in this con- 
nection a word of praise is due the Union 
Steamship Company for tho enterprise 
they have displayed in bringing the 
mines within such easy reach of the 
Terminal City. 

The steamer Comox makes the round 
trip twice a week and continues her 
voyage as far North as Fort Neville. In 
the matter of accommodation tin; boat is 
everything that can be desired by any 
reasonable person. Her registered ton- 
nage.is (SO. There is accommodation for 
00 passengers and sleeping quarters for 
28. The cuisine and service are first 
class, and the officers, from captain to 
cabin boy, all models of their class. The 
boat is swift, seaworthy and ship-shape, 
and many a pleasant holiday trip could 
be made on the Comox. The manager 
of the company, Mr. 11. Darling, who is 
also superintendent engineer, has evi- 
dently spared no effort to bring the 
standard of excellence on the Northern 
run up to as near perfection as can be 
hoped for. 

Shoal Bay is at present the most im- 
portant centre of the mining operations 
and here a store and hotel have been 
erected during the past summer by the 
Shoal Bay Trading Company. The most 
apparent need is the want of wharf 
accommodation, but this want will Boon 
be remedied, as the company have 
already made all arrangements for build- 
a wharf which will be equal to all re- 
quirements for some time to come. The 
store, under the management of Mr. A. 
N. Smith, who is a brother of one of the 
promoters of Channe Mining Company, 
contains atulletockof everything needed 
by the mining ccmps, and the hotel is a 
surprise. Mr. and Mrs. Lament, who 
attend to the hotel department, ar; 
hospitable and the fare excellent. At 
this point also there is an assay office 
already in full swing. Mr. J. B. Farquhar, 
an assayer with some years of experience, 
has taken time by the forelock and is 
already being kept busy giving reports 
on the samples which are being con- 
stantly brought in by the prospectors in 
the vicinity. 

The lirst camp visited, that belonging 
to the Northern Belle Mining Co., is 
reached by an excellent trail from the 
bay, being situate on lower Thurlow 
island, about a_i"''e and a half from the 
water front on the Shoal Bay side. The 
White Pine claim, now the property of 
this company, is one of the claims first 
located in this district, having been filed 
upon about twelve years ago by an old- 
timer, Mr. Costello. Considerable de- 
velopment work has been done on this 
claim under the foretnanship of Mr. 
George W. Goe, an experienced miner, 
and" the writer was surprised to learn 
that all that has been accom 
plished— the cutting of the trail, 
which in places has been bridged 
across creeks and ravines in a most sub 
stantial manner, and the actual work on 
the mine itself — has been done within 
the space of six months.

Directly over the mouth of the tunnel 
the seam can be traced over the moun- 
tain a considerable distance and as soon 
as cross-cutting is commenced it is de 
voutly to be hoped that the Northern 
Belle Mining Company will soon be re 
warded for their outlay. 

Another property of this company, the 
Electric, the surface croppings of which 
appear to be very rich, lies east of tin 
White Pine, and the sinking of a shaft 
has been commenced upon this pro- 
perty, which will be continued to a con- 
venient working depth, it being the in- 
tention then to drive a tunnel to tide 
level, possibly on the Bickley Bay side 
east, which will give a natural outlet lor 
the product of the mine. The company 
purpose installing a Halliday wire tram- 
way system, and under the management 
of Mr. Crane and Mr. Walcott the 
Northern Belle Co., promise to have 
their mines Shipping in a very 
short time.

Assays anil mill tests already had on the 
main body of oro from the White Pine 
run very high, and if the possession of a 
vast body of ore and skilful workman- 
ship go for anything, the properties of 
this company are beyond reproach. 

The next camp is the Alexandra, for- 
merly the property of the Phillips Arm 
Quartz Mining Company and recently 
sold to the Gold Kango Development 
Co., and here is an immense body of 
ore, which, with tho splendid shipping 
facilities enjoyed,, can be mined and con- 
centrated on the property at a good pro- 
lit. Herea tunnel 160 feet long, all in 
ore, has been driven, with a cross-cut >S0 
feet wide, and by actual results from 
shipments to the smelter an average of 



$L7 gold has been obtained. A man-of- 
war can be anchored alongsido the 
dump, and anyone with«hny knowledge 
of tho subject can see almost at a glance 
that hero thero is a property from which 
the results are likely to justify even the 
most sanguine expectations. 

When the journey is continued to Val- 
lez Island and the properties of the 
Channo Mining Company are seen, the 
last vestige of doubt as to the certainty 
of tho CoaBt mines proving the success 
they have been claimed likely to prove 
must bo dispelled. The Bobbie Burns is 
all that mining experts hayo said of it. 
Tunnelling, sinking, crosseutting have 
been done to a vory considerable extent 
and tho ore uncovered fully justifies 
what appeared to the uninitiated to be 
extravagant estimates placed upon the 
value of tho property.

To tub EniTou: — When the citizens 
heard and feared that the city council 
intended to place a temporary bridce at 
Point Ellice, to avoid useless expendi- 
ture and have a suitable and proper 
structure, some of the ratepayers peti 
tioned for a stone and steel bridge, but 
in the face of that the council went on 
to waste money on a makeshift bridge 
which is neither useful nor ornamental. 
Then when the folly fs consumated they 
ask the ratepayers for a vote of $125,000 
to erect such a bridge as should have 
been erected in the first instance, and 
the cost of the present deformity saved 
to the city. Did anyone ever see bucIi 
perverseness folly and incapacity? 

The petitioners seeing that a bridge — 
such as it is — had been erected, and 
hoping it would save pressing necessi- 
ties — although imperfectly — for a few- 
years, very properly declined in the 
meantime to vote money for a second 
bridgo, because 

1. Two bridges side by side as monu- 
ments of folly were not necessary, one 
being sufficient evidence of aldermanic 
incapacity. 

2. The majority of ratepayers would 
not trust some c f our aldermen with the 
expenditure of five cents— or with the 
construction of a hog-pen. 

I notice that our more rabid aldermen 
seek to place the odium of their own 
stubborn folly on the ratepayers who 
petitioned them to Jo the only wise and 
proper thing to be done, but the people 
will not be deceived by such shuffling 
and low bluster.

Advance models in both bonnets and 
gowns indicate radical changes. If the 
first importations are accepted, thero 
will be a decided lowering of top lofty 
feathers and other millinery garniture' 
and a closeness of dress sleoves and 
skirts in striking comparison with tho 
ample ones that have reigned tho past 
three seasons.

There is a marked tendency just now 
toward coats and jackets of an ornate 
description. These, by the bye, need not 
be of the same material or color as the 
skirt, provided they are in harmony 
with it. Such a coat, made in green 
Irish pophu, has tho lapels and basques 
exquisitely embroidered with gold bul- 
lion thread.

TO MUSIC PUPILS. 

Practical Advice by a Tenclier Concerning 
Ways of Practicing;. 

Most students reckon their practice 
by the time devoted to it. If they read 
the biographies of great performers, they 
will see that this is not tho mode of 
practice, of such great men and women 
of perseverance. They play difficult 
passages as many times as necessary. 
Go to your practice with a purpose. 
Practice little portions of n picco at ono 
sitting. Begin by play.ag one portion 
over 10 times slowly and carefully, If 
you cannot master it after that, then 
play it 20 times; if 20 times has not 
conquered it, then -10 times, and thus 
keep on doubling the number till you 
have thoroughly learned ono littlo por- 
tion. An eminent teacher gives through 
tho columns of Tho Etude the following 
advice about ways of practicing: 

All difficult parts of a composition 
should be practiced separately, spending 
tho most timo on those which aro tho 
most difficult, of course. It is woll to 
play from tho technical sido first, but 
not to becomo tied to this plan, for ono 
must bo able to give a musical and ex- 
pressional performance of a piece some- 
times at first sight — this, of course, to 
somo easy piece, and this applies to tho 
great majority of teachers. 

Very slow practice is essential. Per- 
haps do one passage ten times, then try 
it at its right tempo, and if it does not 
go correct with ease try it 10 or 100 
times more, going slow enough to make 
every note of it certainly correct in all 
points. After the first reading givo an 
outline expression or a careful uso of 
tho best touch. Abovo all, play with 
brains. A good touch must always ho 
used, and as soon as tho mere technical 
difficulty is mastered variety of touch 
should be applied. However, tho stac- 
cato touch can be used at tho first read- 
ing if tin' passage is one of some length. 

After the piece goes well and is mem- 
orized drop it for a few weeks and let 
it ripen; then take it up again, giving 
it a careful finish, and use tho varieties 
of touch best adapted to bring out its 
content — in short, bring it up to tho 
best that there is in you. 

It is an economy of time to have more 
than one important pieco in hand, prac- 
ticing quite a time on one, and then rest 
your ears and brain by doing good work 
on another, alternating them, even at 
the same sitting. It is more of a rest 
when the two pieces aro qui to unlike. 
Do not sit two hours at a time, and it 
is useless to practice over four hours a 
day. If you need eight or ten hours a 
day, you will never be an artist — per- 
haps a pianist, surely never an artist.

the cardboard, and the embroidery silk 
should correspond with the prevailing 
tone of color used in lining and ribbons, 
Which are sewed on and tied as shown. 

Inside this ingenious case reposes a 
piece of fine, soft flannel, 13 inches by 
10, tho edges carefully "pinked, r ' and 
a further adornment of feather stitching 
added, by way of a border, using tho 
same silk as that with which tho initial 
was worked. The gloves aro carefully 
wrapped in the Manuel, which preserves 
them from damp; then tho case, is tied 
fiat and neat, and your work is. com- 
plete. 

The Bedroom Lounge. 
Every bedroom should, if possible, 
contain a couch, if it be only of wicker, 
and especially is one indispensable in 
tho room of a guest, who frequently 
longs for a short nap, but refrains from 
taking one iu the fear of disturbing a 
beautifully made or decorated b< d.

VAN HOKNE IN NEW YORE. 

The President of the C. P. R. on the Present 
Condition of Things— The 
Outlook. 

New York, Dec. 3.— Sir William C. 
Van Home, president of the Canadian 
Pacific, has been in the city for a few 
days. To a reporter Sir William said : 
"The railway situation at the present 
time, both in Canana and the United 
States, seems to be improving, with 
strong indications of greater and more 
rapid improvement during the next 
twelve months. The elections in 
the United State?, of course, af- 
fected Canadian affairs because' of our 
close relationship, but I am satisfied 
now that t ho business stagnation and 
depression incidental to that condition 
is rapidly passing away, and I am look- 
ing lor general business improvement. 
While it is truo that the business de- 
pression has for some time existed, I be- 
lieve that in the United States the era 
of prosperity was at hand at the time of 
the Venezuelan controversy ; but the un- 
expected development incidental to that 
affair stopped the business revival, with 
the result that a decided set-baclc came. 
Then the presidential election had the 
tendency of further unsettling business ; 
but now that the questions have been 
solved business must necessarily pick 
up." . 

President Van Home said that the 
C.P.R. had not been carrying as much 
grain as reported. The relations be- 
tween this company and the American 
roads he said are most friendly, and he 
most emphatically denied the reports of 
friction. " The parties who denounce us 
and suggest the withdrawal of building 
privileges," he continued, " are certainly 
not American railroatl ollicials. These 
people say we are a British military line 
and harp on that score. A greater farce 
never was perpetrated for the reason that 
if the British government wanted a mili- 
tary road it would certainly not build so 
close to the American border."

The Shareholders of This Mining Company 
Well Satisfied With the Progress 
of ' evelopment. 

There was a meeting last evening of 
the shareholders of the Omenica Con- 
solidated Hydraulic Company, Limited, 
capitalized "$100,000, the president of 
which is Mr. William Munsie, and the 
secretary, Mr. J. F. Bethune. The 
other directors of the company are 
Dr. G. L. Milne, Messrs. Thomas B.

Should you decide on taking 
water from Germansen creek, where 
there is an unlimited supply, and start a 
number of monitors to work, you can 
imagine what the income might be, and 
as I think you can Bafely estimate the 
gravel at an average of 50 cents to the 
yard, you can see what may bo realized 
from the property. . . . In organiz- 
ing this company, I favored capitalis- 
ation for the amount it would probably 
require to develope the mines, and not 
capitalizing for a large amount to specu- 
late on." 

Captain Black, in reply to a question, 
explained the proposed plan of oper- 
ations for next season to the entire satis- 
faction of those present.

GERMAN STATE LIBELS. 

Interesting Testimony Given at the Trial 
Yesterday. 

Berlin, Dec. 3. — The trial of Hen 
Leckert, Baron von Luetzow, Herr Plo 
etz, Herr Berger and Herr Foelimer, the 
journalists, charged with libelling Count 
Zollberg, Baron Marschal von Bieber- 
steinand ex-Prince Alex von Hohenlohe, 
was continued to-day.

Baron von Bieberstein added that the 
wrong version of the toast published was 
solely due to a mistake of the reporter, 
as two versions of it never existed, 

An interview with the chief of police 
has developed the fact that von Tausch, 
commissioner of the department of po- 
lice, traced the incriminating arcicle to 
the foreign office, and it was subse- 
quently developed that Baron von Luet- 
zow was the author of the assertion shat 
the false version came from the foreign 
ofiice, and it was there shown that von 
Luetzow was an agent of the police.
